reflning of the oruce lead was performed by melting — 
the crude lead in opea metal vers, 3} m in dlemeter and 1.5 m deep, whica 
Were set in brick-lined furnaces. The vits weve hestead at the bottom by 
coal for coke}Pires. The crude lead was meited, and sémixtures, prin- 
eipally zine blocks, were added to combire with the non-lead portion of 
the crude melt. The mixture was stirred ty a mechanical agitator. The 
impurities floated ta tne top of tne liquid mass, and were removed hy fiat,

The Pws aad civilians who worken in the lead refinery had uc wroatection 
other than gloves and cans. These workers were subject to fumes of lead 
and zinc, aod many of these men were affected by a "zine fever". This ws 
nenifested, arparentivy, only by high Yever and toss cf arpetite. The sick 
PWs were sent to the camp hospital, where they remained for only two days, 
receiving milk and the hospital diet. ‘he temperature usually subsided in 
two Cays, and. the men were confined to the camp grounds Tor tve more days 
after which time they were sent to work ia the umderground mines. No 
nocbality figures coquld be given, aithouga avpsrantiy some ef the Pws dled.
